f\$CE more word comes from North Carolina that child labor 
\J legislation has been declared unconstitutional 


A federal judge there has held that the section of the war 


revenue bill placing a prohibitive tax on the products of chUd 
labor entering into interstate commerce is unconstitutional. He 
is the same federal judge who held the former law on the same 
Bubject unconstitutional and whose decision was sustained by the 
United States supreme court by a vote of 5 to 4. - 


If there is one subject on which sentiment in this country 


has become settled and set it is on the proposition of child labor. 
This country has'in no uncertain way time and again expressed 
its disapproval of the exploitation of children in the cotton mills 
of the south. 


And yet in the face of the sentiment of the country a federal 


judge sets up barriers of unconstitutional^ and a supreme court 
sustains him.

Considerable preaching is being done in this country about 


law and order. What, however, is to be expected when the in- 
struments of law and order are used to subvert the interests and 
demands of the people through the usurpation of a power that 
has never been granted by the American people,—the power to 
declare a law unconstitutional. 


The American people, in our opinionr»re becoming more and 


more impatient of this practice of permitting a few individuals, 
bearing-no direct responsibility to the people, to riddle and smash 
laws that have been passed by command of the people. 


To those who are so anxious to suppress the feeling of un- 


rest over the country we would suggest that this problem affords 
a real place to start in a constructive way. The courts of this 
country are making Bolshevists'by the thousands by this con- 
tinued practice of writing "Unconstitutional" across every bill 
of rights written in Ihe interest of the people. And still we 
have fools in places of government who think that dissatisfac- 
tion and unrest created in this way can be dealt with with guns 
and bayonets.
